THE PRESENT MAILS, 

The Mails delivered this morning may be considered as one 
week in advance of their due date; this is attributable to the 
quick passage of the P. and O. Co’s steamer Nubia, which 
vessel arrived at Suez in time to transfer her mails with those 
from Bombay, which had been detained there for the Australian 
Mail then overdue. In consequence of this several headings of 
intelligence will not be found in the usual order. 


Summary of Pews from the Far Cast. 


THE THIRD CHINA WAR, : 

The reply to the wtimatum forwarded by our Ambassador to 
the Imperial Government at Pekin will be found in another 
column. A second letter was forwarded by the British Minister 
on the 14th of April, acknowledging the receipt of the commu- 
nication of the General Council at Pekin, and stating that the 
conditions previously specified in the ultimatum are unalter- 
able, as being the expressed will of the Queen of Eng- 
land; that if the Chinese Governmentyield immediate com- 
pliance therewith the demand for indemnity will not be pressed, 
but the treaty stipulations providing for. the residence of the 
British Minister in the Chinese Capital, together with that 
which guarantees to respectable foreigners the right of free 
locomotion in the interior, cannot be revoked. On refusal by 
the Chinese Government to comply with these conditions the 
solutions of the difficulties will devolve upon.the Com- 
manders-in-Chief of’ her Majesty’s Forces. No reply had been 
received to this at the time of departure of the mails, but there 
is no doubt that it will be of a similar nature to the previous 
one, and that the matter must be handed over to the naval 
and military commanders-in-chief. It is possible, however, 
that Mr, Bruce will prefer awaiting the arrival of his brother, 
Lord Elgin, who left by the mail of 26th April, and ,should , 
arrive out about the 10th of June. The North Chine Herald, 
in noticing the appointment of Lord Elgin, observes:;-—“ We: 
hope the British Government have notcommitted so egregious an 
error as to supersede our present plenipotentiary at the moment. 
when his policy is about to bear fruit. Such’a measure would. 
be fatal to a lasting peace. It would so inflate the pride of 
this haughty autocrat that the Treaty of Tientsin would never* 
be carried out in all its integrity, and we should have to yield 
the points of real importance to our commerce for the sake of 
a temporary peace.” : 

Some uncertainty exists as to what ports will be blockaded, 
but it is generally believed that the blockade will be confined 
to the ports in the Gulf of Pechelee. 
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With few exceptions, the whole of the British naval and 
military forces have arrived at Hong Kong. Those of the 
French were daily arriving, and no casualty had been reported. 
Two transports were on the way from Manila with horses and 
drivers for the expedition. No positive intelligence has been 
received of Chusan having been garrisoned, but we have re- 
liable information that British and French officers proceeded to 
that place in HMS. Cruizr, with the intention of negotiating 
with the Taoutai for accommodation for the troops, in the 
same way as the Kowloong shore, opposite Hong Kong, has 
been rented. 

A correspondent of the China Mail offers the following sug- 
gestions on the present state of our relations with China :— 

“The practical differences between the civilisations of the West and the 
Bast are presented in strong contrast by their different views in regard to 
international treaties. It is a maxim in the West that treatics once made 
must be executed in whole and in all their parts ; and no greater disgrace 
falls on a government than the deliberate non-fulfilment of treaty provisions. 
But thi not the maxim of the East; treaties are not thus understood nor 
execut The rules with the Chinese, exemplified by the history of their 
treaties, is, that those provisions which are beneficial to commerce, to the 
industry, and to the great interests of the country, which have received 
their free assent are binding; and those other provisions which bave not 
received their free assent are not binding. They oppose uniformly, as well 
after as before signing, provisions which are odious to them. ‘The treaty of 
Nankin opened to foreigners the gates of Canton, but they were kept out 
for years by the sturdy resistance of the Chinese, not by force, but by argu- 
ments spat the expediency or the justice of enforcing the agreement. It 
4s not of moment to consider, in this connection, whether or nor the Chinese 
view of treaty obligativns is, in the abstract, right; but it is worth while to 
appreciate the fact that such are|their views and their practice, as it is these 
with which we have to deal. I would, however, suggest that in the courts 
of justice amongst the civilised nations of the West the fundamental fact, 
required in contracts is, that their provisions shall have received tho volun- 
tary assent of the mind of both parties, and if the evidence of that assent 
is wanting, the contract is null and void. This is the vital principle of the 
contract in all its forms; it regulates the dealings of individuals, of asso- 
ciations, and societies, among the most civilised peoples, and it is 
the same principle which the Chinese apply to the treaty-contract. The rule 
which requires the voluntary assent of the mind is obviously a rule of justice 
while that which requires fulfilment without such assent is the rule of injustice’ 
‘Whether or not the Chinese, who in their simplicity or their wisdom have 
applied the great rule of justice to the treaty-contract, have thereby placed 
their civilization on higher ground or on lower ground than we, who apply to 
treaties the rules of force, is a question which may be left to philosophy. 
But that they will thus act in regard to the treaty of Tien-tain, may be 
safely predicted, and it will not be uninteresting to see how it will affect 
them. There are three provisions in those treaties which in the opinion of 
the Chinese will bear hard on them. 

1—The forced residence of « minister at Pekin, This they allege will 
impair the influence and authority of the government, and is offensive to the 
dignity of the Emperor, because it is forced; their opposition to it, after 
signing, was so feeling and earnest that Lord Elgin recommenced a relaxa- 
tom of it, but it has been since suggested that this relaxation will be with- 

wT. 

2nd.—The provision for the interior transit of Chinese produce, free from 
the usual taxes, This measure will invade the local and Imperial treasuries, 
and disturb the fixed arrangements of every province. The government is 
weak in its administrative department, and is not able to enforce methods 
of revenue which are not consecrated by usage, and for which the organiza- 
tion sanctioned by time doesynot exist. It is moreover a measure in viola- 
tion of the great principle of non-interference in internal affairs so recently 
made prominent by England in application to Italy, assented to by France 
and applauded by the world, 
~ 8rd.—The free navigation of [the Yang-tsze kiang—a provision which 
invades the national sovereignty, carries foreign consular jurisdiction to the 
interior, and threatens to destroy the property and the industry of a 
Great population engaged in carrying. The forced concession of such a river 
would be justly resisted by any Government on earth, andfhow the demand 
can be justified is difficult to conceive. hese are the provisions of tho 
treaties of Tientsin which are repugnant to the Chinese; they did not volun- 
tarily assert to them, and do not feel bound by them. It is therefore vain 
to rely on the existence of the treaties, for their fulfilment; nothing but the 
pressure of force—sufficient force, can secure the execution of provisions ob- 
tained by force, and which derive no support from the sense of right inherent 
in theminds of men, Are these concessions worth what they will surely 
cost? They will compel the French Government equally to make permanent 
establishments of force sufficient to insure their observance, for the Em- 
peror’s Government cannot allord to retire and have its treaty dung on its 
heels, ‘The recent experience of his Majesty who invaded Cochin China, 
for a real or fancied cause, is instructive. Unable to reach the Government, 
unable to obtain a treaty, and unable to retire with honour without one, his 
forces were compelled to concentrate at Saigon, where they await the smiles 
of fortune, or the king to relieve them. ‘Ihe best security for the fulfilment 
of the treaties would be, to make them satisfuctory to both sides, when it 
will be the interest of both to preserve them. The benefit to England irom 
the provisions s0 obnoxious to the Chinese will be small, in comparison with 
the cost and with the inconvenience of compelling her ally to remain in the 
field to watch the fuifilment—a neighbour and rival to share her influence 
fad clog her policy, 

The Hong Kong Daily Press bas the following remarks, 
headed “Practical Utilitarianism of the Chinese” :—“ ‘There 
are many things which we think our naval and military men 
might learn from the Chinese, but which they affect to despise. 
We think that if our sappers and miners were taught to con- 
struct this bamboo acatluldiug work, they might effect good 














service occasionally. For instance, had commissariat sheds 
becn erected at Balaclava after the Chinese model, constructed 
out of the studding sail booms and other small spars of the 
transports, and covered with awnings, sails, &c., what an enor- 
mous amount of money and misery would have been saved ! 
Then again for making a bridge across a gully, or a jetty for 
vessels to come alongside, the Chinese plan is most expeditious, 
economical, and portable. We should also imagine that for a 
temporary elevation on a battle field, for the purposes of obser- 
vation, Chinese scaffolding would be admirably adapted. It is 
perfectly astonishing how strong this scaffolding can be made. 
We remember sceing the American flag staff at Canton, an 
immense spar, slungj and put into its place by the kind of 
scaffolding we refer to. 

Then, again, the Chinese mode of slinging heavy weights is 
very effective, where there are no roads. No mattcr what the 
weight is, if it can only be slung, the Chinaman will carry it. 
If any heavy artillery§ should have to be landed about the 
Peiho, the bamboo rifles will astonish our artillerymen, if they 
are only allowed to have their own way and arc provided with 
means to sling the guns, In this respect the Chinamen are the 
most ,practical people in the world. In England, where all 
means and appliances for the carrying out of scientific plans 
are available, the case is different, but here we know of several 
cases where sunken vessels, after being given up as “bad 
jobs ” by Europeans, were recovered by Chinamen. Why even 
the immense anchors belonging to the navy yard, when that es- 
tablishment was moved from West Point to its present site, 
were carried by coolies on their shoulders. Again, a large num- 
ber of flat-bottomed boats have been built to land troops and 
horses at the North. These of course are simply wanted for 
the occasion, and, being built upon the European model, natu- 
rally cost a large sum of money. Why a junk’s long boat 
would answer every purpose, would not cost one fourth the 
money, would we think be lighter, and would stand far more 
wear and tear. We should hope that materials are being sent 
up to construct jetties which will run into at least ten fect of 
water, so that the men may be landed dry shod. We cannot 
comprehend the use of all the large men-of-war. Surely if the 
crews were formed into a naval brigade, and the ships converted 
into transports, not only a great addition to the force would be 
the result, but there would be a great saying in money in the 
transport service. 

In reference to the reccipt of a sum said to be equal to two 
millions of dollars by the French from the Canton authorities, 
the utmost secresy prevails, On one hand it is stoutly denied, 
and on the other as stoutly maintained: Two things tend to 
corroborate the veracity of the report. One, the fact of the 
French having expended large sums of money in the purchase 
of steamers and in other warlike operations ; and the other, 
the fact of their not having either received remittances from 
France or entered the exchange market. 


JAPAN. 


Kanagawa. 

From a notification published here on tho 29th of 
February, it will be seen that the recent murders are as- 
cribed by the British Consul at Kanagawa to foreign sailors and 
servants going about intoxicated and offering unprovoked vio- 
lence to Japanese. Such provocations were not wanting on the 
day when the two Dutch captains were murdered, and were pro- 
bably connected with that deplorable event, though the captains 
had done nothing to offend. Foreigners have been warned not 
to venture out at night without lanterns and attendants, A 
Russian officer has shot a Japanese official at this place with 
@ revolver for insulting him. 

The intelligence from Japan continues alarming and most 
unsatisfactory. There appears to be a party iu the state an- 
tagonistic to the existing govemment, and further, that the 
cause of such antagonism arises entirely from the liberality of 
the administration towards foreigners. The retainers of one 
of the princes, who is known to be most inimical to foreigners, 
made an attempt to assassinate tho regent. They succeeded in 
wounding him, but it is not known whether he is dead or not. 
A panic is the result—the persons of the foreign ministers are 
not deemed safe, and every precaution is being adopted to pre- 
vent the forcign residents at Yokuama from being either assas- 
sinated or openly attacked. There can be no doubt that com- 
merce conducted on legitimate laws of trade, is entirely opposed 
to tho despotic institutions of the Japan government, and if 
allowed to proceed without check must ultimately subvert it, 
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The tyranny and despotism, practised fin Japan are hardly 
credible, and it is impossible that a people so intelligent and 
ingenious can tamely submit to it, if made aware of their 
degradation by being placed in contact with forcigners. 

Suirrinc rv Kanacawa—Judge Shaw, What Cheer, Page 
(sch.), Troas, Medina, Witch of the Seas, Zoe; Celestial sailed 
for Shanghai on 5th. In Nacasaxr: Kate Hooper, Acastus, 
Veloz, Maryland ; and nine whalers; H.N.M.’s frigate Gron- 
ingen, bound for Kanagawa, had put back with loss of rudder ;

CHINA, 
PEKIN. 

Hochiun, Commander-in-Chief of the whole military forces 
north and south of the Great River, has published a long pro- 
clamation, giving an account of his operations against the 
rebels. He affirms that the Nankin rebels are besieged on all 
sides, that their last moment of existence has almost arrived, 
and that their confederates have found themselves too weak to 
assist them in their last extremity ; but the rebels lately de- 
feated in tho province of Ngan Hwui are, according to the 
General-in-Chief, the most depraved of all others. Defeated 
with great slaughter, they fled along the Hu-Chau line of road 
into the province of Cheh Kiang, capturing on their way the 
district cities of Ngah-Kih, Siau-Fung, and Chang-ping, which 
successes Genl. Ho accounts for by|the fact, that the official and 
other inhabitants of those cities were ignorant of the peculiar 
circumstances of the rebel army ; did not know that it was a 
defeated army ; so prudently allowed it to have everywhere its 
own way. ‘The General Commanding-in-Chief had despatched 
Lieutenant-Generals Pa Lihwan and Chang Chin, each with an 
army of 10,000 men, to relieve the above-mentioned localities 
from rebel pressure, but the banditti informed of the quick 
approach of the Imperial troops struck their tents, and in the 
most audacious manner advanced direct on Hang-Chau. Well 
aware the city itsclf was impregnable, the Commander-in-Chicf 
was at case with regard to it, but he knew that these pestiferous 
banditti might carry fire and sword through the numerous un- 
protected villages adjacent, and thercfore issued prompt orders 
to Lieutenant-General Chang to fall upon them with an army of 
30,000 men and to exterminate them at all risks. Militia, he 
adds, must be levied for the protection of the villages, every 
one must put his shoulder to the whcel, and whoever performs 
@ meritorious service in effecting the destruction of a rebel shall 
be rewarded. Let the people only put confidence in the mea- 
sure adopted by the Commander-in-Chief for their protection, 
and the native bandit and political rebel shall soon share one 
and the same miscrable fate. 

SHANGHAI, 

The London Mail of the 27th February arrived on the 17th 
April, 60 days, en route. Mr. Bruce, the British Ambassador, 
had not, according to all accounts, enlightened the community 
as to the reply received to his ultimatum from the Pekin 
Government. General Grant, and Admiral Jones (second in 
command) are still at this port. Admiral Hope, the Com- 
mandcr-in-Chief of the naval forces, remains at Hong Kong to 
despatch the forces to the north, which are ordered to rendevouz 
at Kin-tang, and HMS. Jmperieuse has been sent to join them. 
There are several gunboats engaged in carrying despatches, 
besides which there are in harbour H.MS.’s Assistance, Furious, 
Nimrod, Roebuck, and chartercd steamer Granada—H.1M.S 
Du Chayla, and chartered steamer Shanghai, Referring to the 
forces already despatched from Hong Kong to the north, the 
Overland Trade Report says :—“ Nothing has been heard of the 
transports which left this port some weeks ago for that destina- 
tion, but it is clear they have escaped the heavy weather that 
prevailed upon the coast, or some of them would have returned 
ere this. As the weather for the next two months will be most 
favourable for the operations of the allies, and as all that energy 
and skill can devise is being done to push matters forward, the 
allied force will doubtless be sufficiently concentrated and or- 
ganised to commence operations within one month from this 
date. No. known casualty has yet occurred, and everything 
requisite appears to have been admirably arranged.” 

On the present mail service the Vorth China Herald has the 
following remarks :—* Although the dates of arrival of the 
homeward, and departure of the outward mails in London ap- 
proximate more nearly than befure, increased speed on the 
voyage or less delay at the ports is still wanting to ‘save the 
post,’ leaving London on the 26th of the month, as it will be 
secn that the inward mail is timed to arrive on the 26th or 








27th in several months—experience has shown that it is 
generally a little later. The steaming distance from Marseilles 
is rather under 8,000 miles, therefore an increased speed of 
half a knot per hour would save about three days, and generally 
brirgs answers by return of post, thereby gaining a fortnight. 
For the receipt of our inward mails in time to answer them by 
the outgoing packet, we may thank the owners of private 
steamers, congratulate ourselves on our good fortune, and growl 
at the contract mail service. 

Several rebels have been detected in disguise, and the native 
bankers and merchants are still in a great state of alarm at 
their late successes at Hangchow. 

An action was brought by the owners of the steamer Meteor 
against the owners of the Ta- Yung, for 800 taels, for damages 
caused by that vessel fouling her, together with 2,448 taels as 
compensation for time lost while undergoing repairs. The 
verdict of the Court was, that both vesscls were in fault, and 
that each pay one-half of the whole damages, inclusive of the 
Joss of tug-hire on the part of the Meteor during the time she 
is under repair, the amount of such damage and tug-hire to be 
assessed by an accountant sclected by the consul, and also 
sanctioned by the consul when the repairs shall have been 
finished ; further, that each party pay one-half of the costs of 
the suit. 

NINGPO. 

We gave some particulars in our last of the rebel attack on 
the city of Hangchow, and we now add some further details :— 
One thousand long-haired rebels arrived in the neighbourhood 
of the provincial city of Hangchow, and as their leader offered 
ready money and higher pay than the Imperial troops were 
getting, a number of the latter deserted, and joined the rebel * 
leader, so, what with these, and the rabble who are always 
ready for plunder, the rebel leader determined to attack the 
city, which he did, and got possession of the Chinese quarter 
very easily. It is, however, suspected that the Tartar had some 
understanding with the rebels, or they would not have got pos- 
session so easily as they did. This Tartar has since been be- 
headed by the Tsiang-Kiung or Tartar General-in-Chief, who tis 
one of the Empcror’s men. The face of Hangchow created 
quite a panic, both here and at Shanghai; in three days 
Ningpo was nearly emptied, the people leaving by thousands, 
carrying their goods, &c., into the country. The foreign Con- 
suls were applied to to know if they could get troops to take 
care of the city for the Chinese, they, the Chinese, offering to 
pay all expenses, This panic lasted for about four days, when 
we received news that the rebels, after plundering all they could 
lay hands on, had vacated the city, and gone to a place called 
Foo-yang, en rouwe for Kwei-chow. This news stopped the 
panic, and people are regaining confidence. The Imperialists 
are now, of course, very brave. 

The authorities at this place have petitioned the Imperial 
Government not to sanction foreign inspectors for the Custom- 
house. 

FOO-CHOW-FOO. 

The Government appear to be in a state of great alarm at 
the anticipated approach of the rebels, and are collecting 
squeezing) funds from the native merchants and others who are 
capable of undergoing that process. 

BWATOW. 

The claim brought by the owners of the Chin Chin against 
the Inspector-General of Customs will, it is reported, be paid 
without litigation. 

In consequence of-the disturbances noticed in our last, a 
quiet, unoffending missionary on going ashore drew around 
him a threatening mob, who asked him whether he was an 
Englishman ro an American, He said an Englishman, upon 
which they told him had he been an American they would have 
stoned him to death. Pleasant news for our cousins ! 

HONG KONG, 

The London Mails of the 10th March arrived on the 22nd 
April, being 43 days en route, 

Business, although not quite suspended, is very little talked 
about—the war being the lion of the day, and the uniforms of 
the various officers are the principle attraction in the streets of 
Victoria, On the Kowloon side, the numerous tents form at 
once a grotesque and unique display, in which are located de- 
tachments of the 31st and 40th Regiments, and a few com- 
panies of Artillery with their Armstrong guns, The English 
and French forces are arriving daily, and in the course of ano- 
ther week it is expected the whole will be complete. The de- 
partures for the North are under the superintendence of Admi- 
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yal Hope who is here, there, and everywhere. The Chinese 
Coolies’ Corp numbers over 2,000, and is found to be most 
useful. 

The China Chronicle says :-—*Six of the Armstrong guns 
are now mounted on their carriages. The occupation pf Kow- 
loon Point is not without precedent. There are gentlemen 
now in Hong Kong who have been at cricket matches when a 
a part of the LSth Royal Irish and the Bengal Volunteers were 
quartered there in 141.” 

The Chevy Chuse is reported as having made the passage up 
to Shanghai, against the monsoon, in three days. 

The pension of Mr. Hulme. the late Chief Justice, has been 
tho subject of comment by tho’ Press, according to their re- 
spective opinions of that gentleman, for and against. As ours 
has been already recorded, we have only to hope that the Hong 
Kong community may never have a worse. 

The China Mail says:—“The appointment of Mr. Adams 
to the vacant bench will not be unacceptable. He has, no 
doubt, defects, not the least of which is a tendency to lecture 
Hong Kong juries as if they were Boston lights, but consider- 
ing the difficulty of getting good men out here, Hong Kong 
may be very weil srtisfied with him; and if Mr. Adams is 
appointed, we carnestly trust that a new Attorney-general will 
be sent out from home, for nothing is more wanted here than 
lawyers of high professional character, above local interests, and 
coneerued with law alone.” And the Overland Trade Report:— 
“We have heard nothing about the nominations to the vacan- 
cics occasioned by Mr, Hulme’s retirement. Doubtless Mr. 
Adams will be appointed to the bench, which is really a great 
boon to the colony. For sound law, good intentions, and 
public spirit, it would be very hard indeed to find his equal. 
‘The Attorney-generalship will, we imagine, remain open until 
Mr. Green’s health takes a decided turn one way or the 
other.” 

Mr. Tarrant is, we regret, still confined in the debtor's jail, 
under the Sherifi’s writ, for the amount of the costs in the 
suit brought against him in the Criminal Court by Colonel 
Caine, which amounts to the enormous sum of £600 sterling, 
The extreme anomaly of this case has been brought to the 
notice of the Duke of Newcastle, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies ; and it is to be hoped that the Government will at 
once release him from this impost, We believe it to be against 
all constitutional law that any one should suffer for the same 
offence both a criminal and civil punishment, the two are 
totally incompatible. Mr. Tarrant’s health, in consequence of 
the long confinement, has been seriously injured, and the last 
mail brought rather alarming accounts for his life, which was to 
be attributed mainly to the vindictive influences of the autho- 
rities around him, who it appears will not release him from jail 
on his furnishing security for the amount of the costs, payable 
after an appeal has been made to the Home Government, The 
Daily Press has the following remarks on the subject :-— 

« Victoria, &c., to the Sheriff, &c. We command &e. goods and chattels 
of William Tarrant, cause to be made 2,263 dolls., which William Hastings 
Alexander Ksquire, the master of the Crown office in and for the said colony 
who prosecuted for ourself in this behalf lately &, tegether with 12 per cent 
from 22th September 1859 and have &c, to be rendered to William Hastings 
Alexander the master of the Crown Office, and that &c.

“ This writ was issued by W. T. Bridges. Levy 2,263 dolls, &c., besides 
8 dolls. for the costs.” 

One lunar month ard two whole days has Mr, Tarrant now been in 
prison under this attachment by the master of the Crown office. During all 
that time he has been in correspondence with lawyers and Government 
arranging the preliminaries of an appeal to the privy council, Our contem- 
porary is satistied if he once gts this appeal in, instead of 2,263 dolls. 
he will not have to pay 763 dolls. (the amount which Government once paid 
him on being defeated.) ‘The saving of 1,500 dolls, is worth trying for cer- 
tainly. The appeal can be settled m about four months we take it ; and 
so the case stands. Far wiser would it have been to let Mr. Tarrant have 
every chance, If he thii-ks himself entitled to an appeal, give itto him by 
all sneens; and as already notitied by Mr. ‘Tarrant of his intention to appeal, 
it would only be properdiscretionin Mr. Alexander, Registrar of the Supreme 
Court, to give our contemporary his liberty on the usual security terms. 
Such, indecd, he should do without an instant’s delay, for as all know who 
have seen him, Mr. Tarrant, wich such continued close confinement and a 
flow of blood to the brain, is an altered man since he changed his diet from 
felon’s fare, and it is deubtful whether, with the increasing heat, he will be 
able to stand it much longer, We can but say, however, that we admire his 
pluck ; he is ready to die rather than te victimized by hungry lawyers. 

CANTON. 

The scarcity of Rice noticed im our last has continued, but 
owing to the arbitrary interference of the Government prices 
have considerably fallen, but it is expected to rule at famine 
rates for some time, and the Government interference will be 
found to have defeated its own object. 































As for the movements of the insurgents in the vicinity of 
Canton, the provincial authorities appear utterly impotent 
to cope with them, and yet they have evinced no disposi- 
tion to advance. Refugeese continue to flock from the 
country in large numbers, the beneficence of the Cantonese 
being taxed to provide shelter and maintenance. The occu- 
pancy of tho place by the foreign garrison doubtless checks the 
progress of these marauders, whose object being solely plunder, 
and who having latterly shown much inactivity, have, in all 
probability, been bought off by the mandarins, The greatest 
distress prevails in the adjacent districts, food being at famine 
rates, many of the fields remaining untilled, and thousands 
dying of starvation. The lateness of the season doubtless makes 
the crops precarious, but the anarchy which follows in the wake 
of these marauders, and the want of confidence which arises 
from their supremacy, eertainly aggravate the effect, and tend to 
make farming hazardous. 

The coolie trade continues to be carried on in spite of the 
adverso monsoon in the China Seas. The emigration to the 
West Indies is suspended until the return of the fair monsoon. 





COCHIN-CHINA. 


A conflict has taken place between the British forces and 
the Annamese. It appears several of our transports put into a 
bay for water, &c., and that two officers of the 31st Regt., and 
a captain of one of the transports on landing were taken pri- 
soners and conveyed some distance inland, but on investigation 
they were reconducted to their ships, One of the forts, how- 
ever, fired on a boat, and it is reported that HMS, Magicienne, 
which was at auchor there with the Centaur, demolished the 
fort which had committed this act. 

According to the latest advices it appears that the vessels 
chartered at Hong Kong to load at Saigon with sugar, rice, &c, 
had not been able to procure cargoes. The natural re- 
sources of the place are considerable, but at present these are 
rendered entirely nugatory by the resistance of the Annamese 
to the occupancy of the French. Tho latter are closely in- 
vested, and, as a matter of course, supplies from the interior 
are all but cut off. Only the vessels which arrived first were 
able to procure cargoes, which were supplied out of the 
stock in store in the town. In sixteen days 3,000 piculs 
were obtaincd, the bribes and transit expenscs on which 
amounted to nearly as much as the cost of the rice. The river 
is described as being unexcelled for commercial purposes. 
There are neither bars, shoals, nor hidden dangers. The 
bottom is soft mud, and the banks are deep close to. It is, 
however, very narrow, serpentine, aud tortuous in its course, 
and has this great disadvantage, the ebb tide only runs at 
about one knot per hour, and a light breeze nearly always blows 
up the river ; so that it is a most difficult task to undertake to 
drop a vessel down without the aid of steam. From the 
mouth to Saigon the distance is about eighty miles, and we 
understand the ships are sometimes twelve days in accomplish- 
ing it.

SINGAPORE. 
SINGAPORE AND Batavia CABLE. 

Intelligence has been received that the telegraphic cable 
between this and Mintoh is injured in several places, but that 
the communication between that port and Batavia is complete. 

From the report on the Government telegraphs for 1859, we 
learn that the line to Surabaya has been broken upwards of 
twenty-four times by trees falling upon it, and many times the 
communication has been interrupted by the wire falling to the 
ground or into the water from the posts being knocked down 
or injured by lightning, inundations, landslips, &. Out of. 
36,500 insulaters, 954 were broken, 136 of which were ascer- 
tained to have been struck by lightning. Of 20,000 kapok 
trees used as posts for the telegraph 3,634 were destroyed, at 
least a fourth part from the effects of lightning. The receipts, 
including 31,232 francs for Government messages, &c, amounted 
to 140,916, and the expenditure to 705,552 francs, 

The Straits Times publishes an extract from the circular of 
Messrs, Jardine, Matheson & Co. (of China), and considering that 
that house is very chary of avy of their information being made 
public, we cannot understand the reason of this exception, but 
it may probably be connected with the telegraphic information 
which was circulated by their corresyfondents in this city before 
the arrival of the last mails. . 

The following extract from a Penang paper will, we ima. 
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gine, be pleasing intelligence for shipowners :—“ We are at last 
enabled to congratulate our shippers on the prospect of having 
& fine first-class ship of eight hundred tons laid on the berth 
for London. Captain Montgomerie, of the Golconda, came up 
from Singapore to see how freights were going, and he has left 
again to bring up his vessel.”

who arrived from his seat of government in this city on leave 
of absence @ couple of months ago and proceeded to Paris to 
visit his family—the countess is a French lady of high nobi- 
Jity—has just returned to this capital via Berlin, and landed 
from the steamer Prussian Eagle.in which he embarked at 
Stettin. Although he personally much wished to be relieved, 
particularly as the Siberian climate does not agree with his 
health, the difficulty was to find a sufficiently able and ener- 
getio successor, and it is now generally understood that he 
has acceded to the Emperor’s personal request and agreed to 
return to the,banks of the Amoor after a further short sojourn 
here, it being expected that great complications are about to 
take place in that part of the world, which will require the 
presence of such a zealous and experienced statesman to carry 
Russia with success through the troubled waters that appear to 
be looming in the distance, . 

The Amoor is now navigated in its whole extent by river 
steamers. The arrival of a German colony is announced to 
take place in the course of this summer. It consists of about 
forty families, who will arrive from California and locate them- 
selves at the confluence of the Bureja with the Amoor, The 
head of this spirited enterprise is Capt. von Bries, the owner of 
the steamer Admiral Kosakewitech, that was the first to navigate 
the great Siberian river last year from one end to the other. 
Another colony of a hundred Mennonite families is about to 
proceed this summer from the Government of Tauris, and will 
locate themselves in the Amoor territory on the banks of the 
Seja, one of its principal tributaries. But as this latter body of 
colonists travel overland with their own waggons and cattle, 
they can proceed but slowly, and their actual arrival cannot 
possibly take place before next summer. 

The latest accounts received here from the newly-founded 
capital of Blogowesseutsk, on the lower Amoor, describe the 
progress they are making there as highly satisfactory, and state 
that their traffic with the Chinese town of Aigoon, on the right 
bank of the river, is daily becoming more important and lively. 
Major-General Busse has been installed at Blogowesseutsk ever 
since May last year as Governor. The town is rising rapidly, 
many of the churches and other public buildings are completed, 
and the principal street extends along the banks of the river 
for more than a werst in length. 

- A useless controversy has been going on for some time in 
the press of this city as to the undoubted importance of Russia’s 
latest acquisition in the East of Asia. Whilst the Rusky 
Wiestnik and the Rusky Slowo defend the policy of the Govern- 
ment, and demonstrate the prospective advantages to be gained 
from the colonisation of the Amoor, the Morsky Bornik and the 
Industrial Messenger doubt the wisdom of the enterprise, and 
make very light of the development of that country’s natural 
resources, As I said above it is a useless squabble, for neither 
the pessimist fears of M. Sawalischin, nor the optimist views of 
M. Romanoff are likely to have any serious influence on the 
Government which continues steadily to execute the plan 
adopted according to time and circumstances. 

An official communication from the head of the staff in 
Eastern Siberia has been received here, announcing that the 
ship Golden Hagls, freighted at Cronstadt by the naval depart- 
ment to carry a cargo of stores to the Amoor, had suffered so 
much from bad weather that she was unable to proceed, and had 
transferred her cargo to the Gottorp, chartered at Copenhagen to 
carry out naval stores for the use of the Russian squadron in 
the Pacific. 

The Prussian Gazette, a semi-official Berlin journal, contains 
the following intelligence from St. Petersburg, which is import- 
ant, if authentic. “Our friendship and alliance with China 
have come to an untimely end. Continual acts of hostility 
practised by the natives of Maudschuria, against the Amoor 
trading company, rendered it imperative on the part of the 
Russian Vice-Governor to interfere with military proceedings. 
The newly appointed Chinese Viceroy of Maudschuria is doing 
all he can to harrass the Russians, and interrupt their traffic 
jn the Amoor country. The latest accounts from thence contains 
particulars of many illegal acts and hostilities perpetrated by 
the Chinese ; Russian forts blown up, whole villages of peaceful 
colonists destroyed and plundered, the inhabitants brutally 
illtreated, and even, in some instances, killed when venturing to 

offer opposition in self-defence. The Russian troops stationed 
on the Amoor are so few in number in comparison with the 





Russia appears to despair of realising the brilliant dreams she 
once-entertained of successfully colonising the Amoor territory, 
and refuses to grant further subsidies to obtain that object, 
whilst private individuals naturally become faint-hearted and 
cautious, which of course checks all spirit of enterprise, so that 
it will not astonish the world to learn in a short time that the 
whole country has been abandoned by the Russians, and again 
reverted to the Chinese rule.” 


It appears that the Chinese have taken the offensive in 
Mantchouria. Some of the Russian forts have been burnt, and 
the pickets stationed in them cut down without mercy. It 
does not seem to be the intention of the Government to resent 
the affront just now ; for, if so, it might reasonably be expected 
that the St. Petersburg papers would not be permitted to con- 
demn the new English expedition against China. In an article 
upon the forthcoming hostilities, published in tke Vedomostee, 
occurs the following noteworthy passage :— 


“ The dangers of a Chinese campaign are greater for Bngland than France. 
The mutiny in India, scarcely crushed, begins to revive; the peasants occu- 
pied in the indigo and opium culture resist the claims of the Government, and 
rise against them. It is true that there are no telegraphs at the disposal of 
the Chinese that might be used in transmitting a word of command through 
Thibet and the Himalayas to the frontiers of the Indian possessions of 
Great Britain; but, notwithstanding this deficiency of mechanical means, 
the inventors of the compass are perfectly up to the task of sending emi: 
saries to Bengal ; nor does their diplomacy, which is of 4,000 years’ stand- 
ing, lack the instruction of Europeans in the art of revolutionising a coun- 
try, and making a people rise against its rulers.” 


The following private lettcr from Charabofka, on the Amoor, 
lately received by a lady in this city from her brother, contains 
much that is new from that interesting quarter, and I make no 
apology for translating copiously, it having been -placed at my 
disposal for that purpose. It is dated January 12 :— 


“Charabarofka is situated at the confluence of the Amoor with the 
Ussuri, and stands on a picturesque eminence in a romantic part of the 
country. It was only founded in the summer of 1858, and forms the head- 
quarters of the 5th battalion of the line. It contains a church, from the 
tower of which the sound of the bells penetrates on Sundays and festiva's far 
and wide into the solitudes inhabited for centuries exclusively by heathens. 
The Ussuri is one of the principal tributaries of the Amoor, and the length 
of its course is 706 wersts (471 miles). 


“Very little was hitherto known of the surrounding country. About 
a hundred years ago some French scientific travellers ventured to make an 
exploring expedition, but it cost them their lives. There are but few parts 
of the world that can compete with the Usmuri. Although the whole coun- 
try is covered with aboriginal forests, the climate affords a happy medium 
between the heat of the torrid zone and the mildness of the temperate one. 
The dull monotony of the fir and pine tree is nowhere met with, but quan- 
tities of graceful cedars and other noble trees unknown in Europe abound. 
Large tracts of country are covered by vines which grow wild and bear excel- 
lent fruit. With a very little training and attention they might be used for 
making wine, which would become a profitable undertaking, as water- 
carriage is cheap and conveniently near, and wine would command a good 
market in all the surrounding countries. It is stated that the crab-apple 
was the only tree indigenous to Great Britain, and now no country in the 
world produces a greater variety of the finest descriptions of that useful 
fruit. On the banks of the Ussuri grow immense numbers of wild apple 
trees, which by a judicious application of grafting and other horticultural 
manipulations, might in the course of a few years be turned into extensive 
and valuable orchards. Amongst the native fruits indigenous to the soil 
may be mentioned the grape-cherry, of which the bears are so fond. These 
animals are great gourmands, invariably selecting tree most loaded with 
fruit for their desert, and proceeding with the greatest gravity and beoom- 
ing decorum to enjoy it to the utmost. Having climbed up the tree to a 
convenient height, soas to have the larger part of the fruit within easy reach, 
they break off some boughs and deliberately set to work to make a rude 
species of seat on one of the principal forks, and thus comfortably seated 
break off one branch after another, and strip them of their fruit, All these 
forests are densely populated by wild beasts and game, valuable to man 
either for their skins or their eating. Amongst the most frequent denizens 
of these forests are the bear, panther, wild boar, stag, elk, badger, 
marder, and fox. At certain times of the year mosquitoes and other insects 
swarm on the banks of the river, and hover over the bosom of its waters, 
affording abundant food for the trout and other fish, but they arecertainly & 
great plague to the human species. 

“At present the only natives that inhabit the valley of the Ussuri are 
some wandering tribes of Gholds and a few Chinese, the latter exiled from 
their native country. I know not for what crime or misdemeanour they are 
banished, but a part of their sentence is to be deprived of female society, and 
separated from their wives and families. They appear, however, to put up 
with the punishment in a most philosophical manner, and devote themselves 
with incredible zeal and activity to agricultural pursuits, so that their farms 
are ina most creditable state of cultivation, yielding in this favoured climate 
arich harvest without any chance of a failure of the crops. The Chinese 
may well be proud of their love of agriculture ; it is at once the source of 
their easy circumstances and an occupation both invigorating and conducive 
to health and longevity. They are very temperate in their habits, live 
chiefly upon bread, vegetables, and fish, seldom eating meat, which irritates 
their nervous system and heats their blood.”

Cuma.—(May 81). Lord J, Russxux laid on the table papers in refer- 
ence to China, being a continuance of the correspondence between Mr, 
Bruce and the Foreign-office. 

Triat or Captain Saunpers.—Mr. Wytp asked the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs whether the Government had been informed by the 
Governor of Hong Kong of the trial at the Supreme Conrt of Captain 
Saunders, of the British barque Chia-Chin, for the murder of one of the 
crew of the Custom-house boats in the port of Swatow, and if there were 
any objection to lay the despatch on the table.—Lord Joun RvussE.u stated 
in reply, that he was informed that no despatch has been received at the 
Colonial Office with respect to the trial of Captain Saunders for murder. 

Catwa.—Custom’s ARRANGEMENTS.—Mr. BuckaNnan thought it of 
Ser importance that arrangements should be made for the conduct of 

ritish trade in China in a manner satisfactory to those engaged in it; for, 
although we were about to go to war with that country, he hoped it would 
not be long before peace was proclaimed. It was a most anomalous state of 
things that foreign merchants should collect the revenues of another Power 
and should hand over to its Treasury the funds that might’be employed in 
carrying on hostilities against their own country. Hong Kong was at this 
moment a free port; but the system of establishing British Custom-houses 
along the whole coast of China must seriously interfere with the success of 
that settlement. Other Governments, and especially that of America, were 
not likely to co-operate very cordially in these new Customs’ arrangements, 
the working of which must encourage smuggling at certain points on the 
coast to the detriment of legitimate trade. It was therefore to be hoped 
that our Government would not commit itself to the adoption of a scheme 
against which so many good arguments could be brought.—Lord Jonw 
Russent said it certainly was a very anomalous system that foreigners 
sbould be put in the collection of the revenue of China; but Lord Elgin 
and others had said that there was a great deal of bribery and favouritism 
in the Chinese custom-houses, and that the appointment of a few foreign 
inspectors would tend to put an end to many abuses and give greater con- 
fidence to merchants. He had not given to the new system that decided 
and unqualified approbation which the hon, member for Glasgow supposes, 
but he thought it was one which ought to be tried. 


Cuina Wan.—Sir H. Witiovanpy asked the Secretary for War whether 
he had any objection to produce an estimate of the expenses to be incurred 
in the China war. It was now quite clear that this country was in for a 
war involving very considerable outlay, and it would be desirable for the 
House that it should at least have an outline of the expenses, 50 far as they 
could be ascertained. There would, he thought, be no difficulty in framing 
an estimate, giving the probable expenditure on account of the naval and 
military forces engaged, of transports, stores, the native forces which would 
be despatched from India, and the increased pay and allowances to which 
soldiers and sailors were entitled when serving in that part of the world. 
There could be nothing more affronting to the House than to ask it to vote 
vast sums of money without its knowing the manner in which it was to be 
expended. He wished to know if the right hon. gentleman had any objec- 
tion to lay on the table an estimate of the probable expense of the expedi- 
tion to China.—Mr. 8, Heruert had to state, in answer to the hon, 
baronet (Sir H. Willoughby), that not only had he no objection to lay an 
estimate of the expenses of the war with China on the table, but it would be 
his duty todo so, It would be necessary to bring forward such an estimate, as 
it would be obviously impossible to meet the expenses of the war in which we 
were unfortunately involved with China without a Parliamentary vote.—Sir 
F. Surru was glad to find that the right hon. gentleman proposed to give an 
estimate of the China war. He confessed, however, he did not know on 
what elements the right hon. gentleman could frame that estimate. He 
might give an estimate for the armaments, the cost of transports, and the 
ammunition ; but be hoped he would givea large lump sum and s wide 
margin.—-(4.) Sir J. Euputnsrone asked the Chancellor of the Kxchequer 
what provision had been made for the cost of the war in China—The 
Cuancrtior of the Excrquer said that, as he had only received the 
notice of the hon. member that day, he had not had time to communicate 
with the Secretary for War, to whom, rather than himeelf, it pertained to 
answer the question. He believed, however, that the House was already 
aware of the provision which had been made for the cost of the Chinese 
war. It amounted to the sum of £850,000, which was taken as a vote of 
credit for the financial year 1859-60, but only a portion of which was paid 
during the financial year, the remainder continuing to be available for the 
Present year. The provision for the war also included a sum in the esti- 
mates of £1.100,000 or £1,200,000 for the present year; and, further, a 
vote of credit proposed to be taken during the present year to the amount of 
£500,000. That was the provision for the cost of the war as announced to 
the House four months ago ; but, as they were aware, circumstances had 
changed somewhat since then, and the Secretary for War had intimated 
that it would be his duty, on an early day, to callattention to the subject in 
the course of the discussion on the estimates. No accounts had yet been re- 
ceived, but there were materials for estimating the probable charge beyond 
what were previously possessed, and full information would be given to the 
House on the earliest opportunity.—Sir J, PAKINGTON said he understood 
from the Secretary of State for War that the Government would lay upon 
the table an estimate of the probable cost of the Chinese war, and he wished 
to know when it was likely that estimate would belaid on the table?—The 
Cuaxozttor of the EXCHEQUER said that was a question which the Secre- 
tary of State must answer rather than himself; but he supposed, from the 
materials which were in the possession of the Government, it would be on 
very early day. 





Surrty.—Force at Lanvax.—(June 1). On the vote to complete the 
sum required to defray the miscellaneous charges, Mr. W. Wriuians moved 
the reduction of the vote by the sum of £5,321 charged as “repayment to 
the Indian Government for the force maintained at Labuan.”—Mr, 8, Hen- 
BERT said that this money was required for the payment of expenses 
already incurred. The sum asked for this year was £429 less than that 
voted last session, The amendment was negatived without a division and 
the vote was agreed to, 

H. Busromsex.—A petition was presented from this gentleman 
a Parsee and British subject, a native of Bombay, trading as a merchant in 
China, stating that 6,000,000 dollars were given by the Chinese Government 
under the treaty of Nankin, signed in August, 1842, to liquidate claims of 
British subjects against the Chinese merchants associated as hongs; that the 
petitioner is a creditor, and that he cannot obtain his rights, although 
456,774 dollars still remain in the hands of the British Government, and 
praying for redress.

THE CHINA WAR. 


China has refused the British ultimatum with a directnessand with an inso- 
lence such as a great preparation and a consequent sense of security alone could 
have prompted. The terms ot the witimatum} are confined to a confirmation 
of the treaty of 1858, an apology for the outrage at the mouth of the Peiho, 
compensation for losses, restoration of ships and material, a revisal of the 
clause in the last Treaty on the visits of the British Minister to Pekin, and 
an indemnity for the expenses of the present expedition, according to the 
obstinacy of the Chineee resistance. It is evident from the reply that the 
Chinese are infatuated with success, and, painful as it is to see them running 
headlong to their doom, we cannot help feeling that this is the long ex- 
pected justification of ourselves and others who on several occasions have 
maintained against attacks, the cause of Her Majesty's servants in those 
regions. The Chinese have recourse to every trick of policy, every evasion 
of argument, and every folly of invective which the traditions of our very 
nurseries have ascribed to their race. In the first place, and what alone 
would justify the present expedition, they refuse to admit that our remon- 
strances, or ultimatum, have been conveyed to the Emperor or to give any 
answer, except as from the Provincial Government, in accordance with com- 
mands from the Great Council. This is equivalent toa refusal to negotiate 
in the only sense of negotiation among civilized countries—that between one 
sovereign and another, It is evident that there never was an intention of 
confirming the treaty, and that it has not yet been recognized by the Rm- 
peror. The Chinese maintain that the British and French Ministers were 
duly warned, even at Shanghai, not to proceed to Taku, which had been 
fortified, as they pretend they had informed us, but to Peb-tang, or the false 
mouth of the Peiho, which turne ont to be, indeed, no mouth at all, They 
still refuse to admit our ships of war up the Peiho, on the ground that an 
ambassador can require no armament, and that any foe might assume our 
flag. Against our expenses they plead their own greater expenses, The 
ships and guns cannot be restored, because they are at the bottom of the sea, 
and we had better Jet them remain there, They propose to treat our 
Minister as they treated the American ; and they criticise the tone of our 
ult matum and correspondence as insubordinate, extravagant, and indecorous. 
The Emperor's advisers, or they who assume thejname, could never have 
any other purpose than to persist in the policy of isolation, and leave 
foreigners no resource azaiust any amount of wrovg. All the treaties hitherto 
must have been mere hypocrisies, and nothing short of a visit to the Court 
of Pekin is likely to obtain for us the simple rights of trading and sojourn- 
ing, conceded by all civilised states to one another. The real question at 
issue appears to be whether we shall continue our intercourse with China on 
our terms or on hers. Our terms are those on which we communicate with 
all the nations of the worl@—simplicity, frankness, hospitality, high princi- 
ple, and equality, as; between gentlemen. The Chinese, on the contrary, 
insist on keeping up the illusion of an unapproachable Sovereign, an irre- 
sponsible Central Government, and the not legs startling illusion of an infi- 
nitely superior morality and sense of decorum. So long as we permit this 
illusion, and endure its natural consequences, we must be liable to continual 
insult and degradation, to frequent interruption of intercourse, to the cost 
and trouble of tating ourselves, and the odium of waging war with a 
people who know the proprieties neither of peace nor of war, and over 
whom victory itself is a scandal. This is best understood by the analogies 
of private life. It may be necessary to have intercourse with inferior peo- 
ple, but it is for us to choose whether we will associate with them on their 
terms or our own. We may, if we please, condescend to their insulated 
ideas, listen to their petty quarrels, their invidious estimate of all classes 
above them, their perpetual tone of depreciation, their immensely exagger- 
ated opinion of themselves, and the substitution of one or two distorted 
ideas and inflated sentiments for the recognized maxims, and common 
sense of well-bred and well-educated people. If we do this we inevitably 
sink to their level, and wallow with them in the same Stygian pool of 
malignity and folly. ‘The only escape is to dictate our own terms; to main- 
tain truth, kindliness, and mutual respect; and to consider ourselves, 
not as conspiring sgainst society for some paltry gain of our own, but 
co-operating with it for our common good. Some such account may 
be given of the the terms on which we may demand, and do demand, to 
communicate with China. The time has gone by when she could impose her 
cmnditions; they are condemned by the result; we have tried them and 
failed ; we must now impose our conditions with such gentle force as may be 
found necessary. All policies are judged by the result, not our private ad- 
vantage, but the final development, The result of our former weak and 
temporizing policy in China is that we are outcasts, and at war, at the very 
time that our trade is greater than ever, and some hundred thousand Chinese 
are settled in the British dominions. ‘The result on China herself is that she 
ia torn to pieces, and her population decimated by a wide-spread rebellion, 











and she is driven to immense cost in the idle defence of her barbarous sys 
tem. As it is only eight weeks sinee tne receipt of, the answer to the 
British ultimatum it must be some time before the arrival of any important 
intelligence.— Times. 
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EUROPEAN COLONISATION OF THE INDIAN 
ARCHIPELAGO. - 

The question of the colonisation of the Indian Archipelago 
by Europeans has often been discussed by the Dutch States 
General, though Holland is not much disposed to favour colo- 
nists of any other country, and the liberal expressions 
about permitting private persons to buy land, made use 
of in the Chambers, are only a cloak to mask the real in- 
tentions of the speakers or their constituents, and further 
their interests, by enabling them to renew their contracts under 
still more favourable conditions. A system of colonisation in 
which the newly-arrived immigrant plays the part of lord of 
the soil, and the native that of his cringing slave, is neither in 
accordance with the laws of nature, nor adapted to the enlight- 
ened spirit of the age we live in. The difficulties in 
the way of European colonisation in the East are well known to 
consist in the narrow-minded system of monopoly and prohibi- 
tion hitherto in operation. So long as the possession of a 
colony is only considered worth having in proportion to its power 
of bearing squeezing and asa source of revenue, European colo- 
nization can never succeed ; but with the termination of this 
abuse, and the abolition of all prohibitions and restrictions, the 
countries of the Indian Archipelago would open up a rich field 
for steady labourers and enterprising colonists, who would keep 
up their relations with the mother country, and increase the 
trade with Europe to a most enormous extent. 

In the face of the present threatening aspect of political 
affairs, it is manifestly the interest of Holland to look steadily at 
the dangers of the future, for in the event of being entangled in a 
warshe could never expect to retain hercolonies without some pow- 
erful protector and naval ally, for she cannot rely upon the fidelity 
of the natives. Dutchmen would not be induced to gojout in 
sufficient numbers without exorbitant pay and advantages, and 
it must always be a dangerous experiment to enlist Germans 
or Belgians, or Swiss. It was only bya late Overland Mail 
that intelligence was received of the arrival at Batavia of the 
Abel Tasman, with a detachment of “supplementary troops” 
from Holland, who had formed a serious conspiracy, with the 
intention of murdering the officers and taking possession of the 
ship, which was most providentially frustrated in time, and 
five-and-twenty of the men landed in irons, and sent to the 
depot at Weltevreden to take their trial by court martial. And 
this is not a solitary instance, for the letters of our correspond- 
ent at Amsterdam mention several similar irregularities of 
greater or less aggravation that have occurred since he has un- 
dertaken to communicate to us what is going on in Holland 
and her colonies, among which we may mention a late attempt 
to tamper with the crew of the frigate acting as guardship in 
the roads of Batavia, which was also happily discovered in time. 

In looking around for a powerful ally, in the event of a con- 
tinental war breaking out, nothing seems more natural than 
that Holland should select her nearest neighbour and seek an 
offensive and defensive alliance with Germany, to whom she is 
already bound by the natural ties of relationship, by blood, 
affinity of language, and one and the same religion. Such an 
alliance can but prove advantageous to both parties. There is 
not a single German who is not possessed of a presentiment 
that the war which is looming in the distance will become the 
happy means of establishing that unity the want of which is 
so much deplored by the natives of the thirty-four different 
States that compose collectively their fatherland,—a country 
with forty millions of inhabitants, with immense material re- 
sources, and which, whenever brought under one sceptre, would 

necessarily be one of the most formidable powers of Europe, 





and quite able to maintain her own independence, and prove a 
match for any of her neighbours, An alliance between Ger- 
many and Holland would, moreover, be a practical way of 
opening the door for that great desideratum and object of the 
German’s dreams, the establishment and rapid development of 
the German navy, commenced in 1848 under the influence of 
revolution, but speedily wiped out on the reaccession to power 
of the legitimate potentates, and when the reactionary move- 
ment was again triumphant. Prussia is the only State of Ger- 
many—for Austria is such a conglomeration of different nation- 
alities that, though a member of the Germanic confederation 
by virtue of the possession of the Archduchy of Austria, Bo- 
hemia, and the Tyrol, it certainly cannot claim to be called 
German—that has kept alive this feeling and responded to the 
wishes of the people by forming the nucleus of a navy, com- 
posed, it is true, of the most heterogeneous parts, but contain- 
ing the elements of future development ; for, of the ships, the 
Thetis frigate was obtained from England in exchange for a 
couple of swift steamers of a peculiar Class, the Hecrwit and 
Weser (both of which, by-the-bye, were built in private yards 
in England); the Gefion was taken by a lucky chance from the 
Danes, who let her drift on a lee shore, and under the guns of 
a land battery, during the short war of 1849; the Mercury was 

formerly a merchant brig, as was also the corvette Amazone ; 

the Barbarossa, now doing duty as guardship at Dantzig, was 

formerly the Britannia, belonging to the Cunard line of pack- 
ets, and running many years between this country and America, 
when she was bought by the German Parliament, until the 
national navy was sold by auction at Bremerhaven (where the 

ships were lying), and the Barbarossa purchased by the Prus- 

sian Government ; whilst it was only in one of our last numbers 

that our correspondent at Hamburg recorded the purchase in 

that city of Prussia’s latest naval acquisition, the barque Co- 

lumba, of Apenrade, in Denmark, which, on hoisting the pen- 

nant, assumed the name of the Elbe, and which lately sailed to 

take part in the expedition to Japan. The only vessel they 
have built themselves is the steam corvette Arcona, also form- 

ing part of the expedition to Japan, but she is so slightly con- 

structed, and laboured so much on her passage from the Baltic, 

that it was seriously intended to send her back as unseaworthy ; 

and it was only after very extensive repairs and alterations at 

Southampton, attended with great delay and a fearful outlay of 

money, that she was enabled to go to sea again. The compo- 

sition of the officers of the Prussian navy is equally heteroge- 

neous; the Vice-admiral Schréder is a Dutchman, Captain 

Sundewall is a Swede, Captain Donner is a Dane, Captain 

Howard an American, and Captain Strutt (the latter is no longer 

in the service) an Englishman, whilst all the coast countries of 
the Baltic, including even the Russian provinces of Courland, 

Esthland, and Liefland, furnish severally their contingents for 

the subaltern and petty officers. 

Experience teaches us that the physical constitution of 
Europeans is not adapted for successful colonisation in those 
parts of tropical countries which are but slightly elevated above 
the level of the sea, as many abortive attempts prove. No 
European female can live above a few months on the coast of 
Guinea ; by far the greater part of all the children of European 
parents, born in Bengal, die at an early age, chiefly of encepha- 
lites ; the female system is less able to withstand the effects of 
a hot climate than that of the other sex, which is the reason 
why female beauty so rapidly declines?when exposed to it, caus- 
ing the premature loss of the hair and teeth, whilst the skin, 
deprived of its colouring matter, dries up and shrivels to little 
better than living parchment. If, then, the low countries of 
tropical climates exert such a baneful influence on the life and 
constitution of Europeans, they will naturally seek more elevated 
regions where these disadvantages are not inexistence. “It is a 
well-known fact that the islands of the Indian Archipelago at a 
certain distance from the sea suffer neither so intensely nor for 
so long a period from extreme heat as the continents of Asia 
and Africa under the same parallel of Jatitude, the air being 
tempered by the cooling sea breezes. Even on the coast the 
thermometer seldom rises above 90 deg. Fahrenheit in tho 
shade, whilst at an elevation of a couple of thousand fect the 
temperature is about the same as in the southern parts of 
Europe, and the inhabitants enjoy the pleasant prospect of 
eternal verdure and a perpetual spring. 

The first attempts to colonise a new country are always 
attended with great expense and serious difficulties, and should 
therefore never be commenced except ona limited scale, and in 
the light of a trial. Although the interior parts of all the 
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larger islands of the Indian Archipelago contain high table 
lands admirably suited for European colonisation, yet there are 

"elevated parts of the island of Java which offer peculiar 
chances of success, such as the three districts of Djeng, Tenger, 
and Ihdjeng, which produce abundantly potatoes, corn, and all 
European vegetables and fruits, and might be increased to an 
unlimited extent. Tho climate is also highly favourable for the 
breeding of useful cattle, as is seen by the fact that the meat 
of those districts is by far the best of any in the island, whilst 
the inhabitants enjoy a never-failing supply of fresh milk. Even 
the ill-looking native dogs of the Indian jackal race assume 
quite a healthful appearance, and their usually long rugged hair 
‘becomes glossy and soft as silk. For this reason the climate 
would be found admirably adapted for the introduction and 
propagation of new species of useful animals from other parts 
of the world, and none would succeed better than the Yack or 
Thibet ox, the Angora goat, the Lama, the Vicuna, and the 
Alpaca. 

But in addition to the above there are many other parts of 
Java which contain all the elements required for a successful 
colonisation, such as the table lands of the Preanger Regencics, 
Karang Kobar, and the district of Yang, at the eastern extremity 
of the island. However, all these are but of trifling extent in 
comparison with the high level lands of Sumatra, Borneo, New 
Guinea, Celebes, and Ceram, where millions of industrious 
colonists might lead a happy life in health, peace, and growing 
prosperity. But unfortunately for the Dutch they do not 
know how to make the most of the natural advantages they 
possess as lords of these valuable colonies ; they have certainly 
nét made themselves popular with the natives of the soil, and 
it is quite clear that should they ever again fall into the power 
of England by the fortune of war, that minister must be a bold 
man who—warned by the experience of the past—would pro- 
pose to abandon them as worthless, and again restore them 
without any equivalent to their present owners. 





MR. BRUCE'S CORRESPONDENCE AND ULTIMATUM. 


YROM MR. BRUCE TO LORD JOHN RUSSELL. 
Shanghae, February 6, 1860. 

I feel myself in a position of “much difficulty with reference to the ul- 
timatum I am directed to present. The French ultimatum demands an in- 
demnity for the expenses of the expedition rendered necessary by the con- 
duct of the Chinese Government. In my instructions that demand is made 
contingent on the ultimatum of her Majesty’s Government being rejected ; 
an act of grace founded, I apprehend, on the impression conveyed by my 
first despatches, that the Chinese Government would be glad of a reasonable 
and fair accommodation. 

I do not think that impression was a correct one; on the contrary, Iam 
now more convinced than ever that from the period of our departure from 
‘Tien-tein, in 1858, the war party assumed the ascendant, and deliberately 
determined to set aside the engagements entered into by the Emperor. For 
though the main objection stated is to the residence of a minister, I cannot 
doubt that if an arrangement be made which leaves the credit and power of 
the war, party intact, they will strain every{nerve to render nugatory the 
stipulations destined to facilitate intercourse with this country. We know 
by the example of Foochow, which remained hermetically,sealed to trade 
for ten years after the treaty of Nankin, that a port may be nominally open, 
and may be practically shut ; and violent counsellors will, without difficulty, 
throw such obstacles in the way of granting passports, and of the operation 
of the clauses respecting transit duties, as will either reduce these privi- 
leges to nothing, or will lead to fresh differences in a short time. 
I feel bound to record my conviction that nothing short of the complete 
defeat of this hostile party, and a lesson which will teach the Chinese that 
perfidy and bad faith lead necessarily to signal punishment, will enable us 
to place our relations for the future on a secure basis. I do not think that 
this lesson will be given if the Chinese are allowed to plan an ambuscade 
and slaughter our men, and then to escape from the consequences of their 
acts by consenting to receive us in a proper manner, when they see a force 
collected which they are afraid to resist. This result will encourage the ad- 
vocates of that system of dogged obstruction which has characterised all 
their intercourse with us, which has rendered all amicable efforts to adjust 
difficulties unavailing, and has led, even in cases of private wrong, either to 
an acquiescence in injustice, or to its redress by local acts of violence, 

‘The spirit of your lordship’s despatch of the 10th of November leads me 
to hope that this view will not be contrary to the policy of her Majesty’s 
Government. 

If the Emperor had disavowed the act committed by his subordinates at 
once, and had made such advances,towards an accommodation as would have 
justified me in assuming that he would consent to reasonable terms, and in 
forwarding the ultimatum on its arrival, I should have done so with pleasure. 
But, asa display, if not an actual exercise, of force will certainly be required 
to make the Chinese give way, and I cannot proceed as I should do, did a 
disposition to effect an amicable settlement exist, as I must be prepared to 
meet retaliatory measures, and to follow the demands up with an early 
blow, I hope your lordship will think me borne out in making my ulti- 
matum agree with that of the French, and that the advantages of an 
identity of proceeding on the part of the allies will excuse the step. 

I need not dwell on the grave inconveniences to which an opposite course 
may lead. If there is one art of diplomacy understood by the Chinese, it 
is that of separating interests which ought to be identical, and from it we 
are suffering at present, Two years ago, the representatives of England 





and France avoided it by indorsing each other's demands but, on a ques- 
tion of pecuniary indemnity asked by a foreign power, I could not adopt 
such a measure, I must, therefore, either make a similar demand, justified 
fully, I submit, by the moral features of the case, or desert our allies in a 
legitimate demand, and expose China, and the’ interests connected with it, to 
the risk of a coutest with France single-handed. 

Iam quite aware of the responsihility I incur, and trust that my reasons 
will prove satisfactory to your lordship.

“The undersigned has the honour to state that, as in duty bound, he has 
laid before Her Britannic Majesty's Government a full narrative of all the 
circumstances.attending his journey to the mouth of the Tien-tsin river last 
summer for the purpose of exchanging the ratifications of the Treaty of 
‘Tien-tsin, as required by the provisions of that Treaty, on or before the 26th 
of June, 1859. Besides the whole of his correspondence with the Imperial 
Commissioners and other officers of the Imperial Government, the under- 
signed has transmitted to the Government of Her Britannic Majesty a copy 
of the Imperial Decree, dated the 9thof August, and handed, by the Bm- 
peror’s desire, to the United States’ Minister, Mr. Ward, on the eve of his 
departure from Pekin. 

“ The decree begins as follows :— 

“© Yast year the ships of the Rnglish sailed into the port of Tien-tsin and | 
opened a fire on our troops, We accordingly instructed Sang-kolin-sin, 
Prince of the Khorchin tribe, to adopt the most stringent measures for the 
defence of Taku, and (the Envoys of) the different nations coming up to ex- 
change treaties on this occasion were told by Kweiliang and Hwasbana at 
Shanghai that Taku was thus strictly guarded, and that they must go round , 
by the port of Peh-tang. The Englishman Bruce, notwithstanding, when | 
he came to Tien-tsin, in the fifth moon, did not abide by his original under- 
standing with Kweiliang and his colleague, but actually forced his way into . 
the port of Taku, destroying our defensive apparatus.’ 

“The undersigned did not fail at once to apprise the Government of Her « 
Britaunic Majesty that the Emperor had been singularly misled. Had it, 
indeed, been signified to him by the Commissioners at Shanghai that His | 
Majesty had decided on closing to foreign envoys the natural and toast con- | 
venient highway to his capital, such evidence of an unfriendly disposition on | 
the part ot the Imperial Government would certainly have been regarded by 
the undersigned as fit matter of remonstrance and negotiation. 

“No intimation of the kind, however, was conveyed to the undersigned 
in the letters of the Imperial Commissioners. The port of Peh-tang was 
never named by them, nor did the undersigned enter into any engagement 
with them other than that contained in his letter of the 16th of May, in , 
which he acquainted his Excelleney Kweiliang of the nature and object of 
his mission, and of his intention to proceed by ship to Tien-tsin, from which 
city he requested his Excellency to give the necessary orders for hisconvey- 
ance to Pekin. 

“ He begs to enclose copy of this letter, as also of that received from the 
Imperial Commissioner of the 12th of June. These will prove that the 
undersigned was allowed to quit Shanghai in total ignorance of the Empe- 
ror’s objection to his employment of the usual river route. 

“CA like silence on the subject of the Imperial prohibition was observed 
towards Admiral Hope, Commander-in-Chief of her Majesty’s naval forces 
in these seas, when, in furtherance of the objects made known to his Excel- 
lency Kweiliang in the letter above cited, he appeared on the 17th of June 
at the mouth of the river to announce the approach of the undersigned and 
his colleague the Minister of France. The admiral was assured that the 
passaze had been closed by the so-called militia, whom he found in charge 
of the booms obstructing it, without the orders of their Government, none of 
whose officers, the militia repeatedly affirmed, were near the spot ; also 
that it was closed, not against foreigners, but against a native enemy. These 
false representations were supported by false appearances; the batteries of 
the forts were masked, no banners were displayed, no soldier discovered 
himeelf, Still further to prevent verification of the statements of the militia, 
no communication was allowed with the shore, After promising to remove 
the obstacles at the river mouth, the militia repudiated the promise. They 
conducted themselves with rudeness and violence to the officers who were 
sent to speak with them, in one instance proceeding so far as to threaten 
the life of a gentleman despatched with a message from the admiral. 

“Such was the state of things when the undersigned arrived outside the 
baron the 20th of June. Finding that the officials persisted in keeping 
aloof, while the militia continued to assert that the obstruction of the river 
way was their own unauthorised act, he called on the Admiral to take such 
‘steps as would enable him to reach the capital by the time appointed. This, 
after due notice given to the Militia, and after receiving from them an assur- 
ance on the previous evening that they should certainly have nothing further 
to communicate, the Admiral was proceeding to effect, on the 25th of June, 
the eighth day from his arrival, when the forts, which had been for these 
eight days to all appearances deserted, suddenly opened fire upon his squadron. 
Apparently to cover this treacherous conduct, the officers in charge of the 
forts have imposed another fiction on his Imperial Majesty, who has been led ‘ 
to believe that the British squadron assumed the offensive by bombarding the 
forts. This is utterly without foundation; no shot was fired until the 
batteries had opened ; the ships having no other object in advancing but to 
remove the obstacles placed across the river without authority. 

“ The facts of the case are simply those stated by the undersigned ; and 
her Britannic Majesty’s Government, after mature deliberation, have decided 
that whether the Emperor of China was cognizant of this act of hostility, or 
whether it was directed by his officers, it is an outrage for which the Chinese 
Government must be held responsible. Her Britannic Majesty’s Government 
require, therefore, an immediate and unconditional acceptance of the following 
terms :— 

“1, That an ample and satisfactory apology be made for the act of the 
troops who fired on the ships of Her Britannic Majesty from the forts of 
Taku in June last, and that all guns and material, as well as the ships 
abandoned on that occasion, be restored. 
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«2, That the ratifications of the Treaty of Tien-tsin be exchanged with- 
out delay at Pekin; that when the Minister of Her Britannic Majesty pro- 
ceeds to Pekin for that purpose, he be permitted to proceed up the river by

«68 ‘That full effect be given to the provisions of the said treaties, in- 
cluding a satisfactory arrangement to be made for prompt payment of the in- 
demnity of 4,000,000 taels, as stipulated in the treaty, for losses and 
military expenses entailed on the British Government by the misconduct of 


the Canton authorities.’ 


“ The undersigned is further dirceted to state that, in consequence of the 
attempt made to obstruct the passage of the undersigned to Pekin, the 
understanding entered into between the Earl of Elgin and the Imperial 
Commissioners in October, 1858, with respect to the residence of the British 
Minister in China, is at an end, and that it rests henceforward exclusively 
with Her Britannic Majesty, in accordance with the terms of Article II. of 
the Treaty of Tien-tsin, to decide whether or not she shall instruct Her 


Minister to take up his abode permanently at Pekin. 


“The undersigned has further to observe that the outrage at the Peiho 
has compelled Her Majesty's Government to increase her forces in China at 
considerable cost, and the contribution that may be required from the Chi- 
nese Government towards defraying this expense will be greater or less, 
according to the promptitude with which the demands above made are satis- 


fied in full by the Imperial Government. 


ae The undersigned has only to add, that unless he receives within a period 
of thirty days from the date of this communication a reply conveying the 
unqualified astent of His Majesty the Emperor of China to these demands, 
the British naval and military authorities will proceed to adopt such [mea- 
sures as they may deem advisable, for the purpose of compelling the Emperor

‘Yar Frency Sream Company to Tax Fan East.—It appears that for 
some time past a council has been sitting in Paris on the subject of steam 
postal subsidies with America, India, China, and other places, and, as in the 
case of the Brazil and Mediterranean contracts, the parties before this 
council and the interests represented were purely French. The merchants 
and manvfacturers of Lyons and other manufacturing towns in France have 
applied for a direct French communication from the country of production to 
one of the largest in consumption of silk, indigo, and other valuable commo- 
dities as one of the necessary elements to their being able to compete with 
English manufacturers in the liberal commercial system which they antici- 
pated would shortly commence. An Englishman conversant in these matters 
applied for an audience of the emperor, ‘‘ in order to hear from his Majesty 
in person the confirmation of the fact, and, if possible, to make the move- 
ment not only beneficial to France, but to England, and all Jinterests con- 
nected with the India and China trade.” He found that the company was 
to be exclusively French, and the speed, carrying power, and size of the ves- 
sels such as, he alleges, would not much promote the interests of commerce. 
The Emperor granted the audience, received him in a cordial manner, and 
displayed an amount of information on the subject for which he was not pre- 
| pared. His Majesty gave him the report of the council, aud met his sug- 
gestion that the services should be performed by a French and English com- 
pany, particularly as the greater part of the goods and passengers would be 
supplied by England or by its possessions, if his modification of the route 
‘and size of vessels were adopted, and readily assented to the ships being re- 
garded as neutral if England agreed, The report of Lurd Jocelyn’s Com- 
mittee to the House of Commons in 1851 was submitted to the Emperor, 
who manifested his willingness to adopt a report which he appeared to con- 
sider as promoting the interests of free trade and commerce,

Tea Saves.—At the public tea sales on the 30th ult, 15.674 packages 
passed. Of this quantity 4,225 packages were sold, of which 828 were 
offered “ without reserve,” and 2,139 boxes, The sales have gone steadily 
to-day, and fully previous rates have been obtained for the small quantity of 
congou passed. Some large parcels of common to fair scented caper were 
chiefly withdiawn, the biddings for these kinds being low. About 100 
packages of Japan tea (ureen) were realised at full prices. 4,800 packages 
Temain to be brought forward to-morrow, nearly the entire quantity being 
printed “without reserve.”

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UNITED STATES. 

The following isa correct report of the Japancse Embassy 

presentation :— 
e The Japanese Embassy had audience of President Buchanan on the 17th 
ult, A little before noon they left the hotel in open carriages, policemen in 
front and rear, marines and ordnance-men on each side. In point of size and 
extravagance of embroidery the dresses of the Ambassadors were worthy the 
occasion. The naval officers and the officers of the army formed in line in 
the East-room, which was destined to be the scene of the grand presentation, 
andat noon the folding doors were opened, and the President, accompanied 
by the Cabinet officers, entered. Secretary Cass then retired to the ante- 
room, and returned with the Japanese Commissioners and their attendants, 
who made their appearance, bowing profoundly. Then the principal Ambas- 
sador addressed the President in appropriate terms, omitting, however, a 
portion of the speech which was not designed for the public ear, After de- 
livering their message they retired, but soon returned, bowing as before, when 
the President responded through the interpreter to the address they had 
delivered, concluding by handing them a eopy of his speech. After the 
President. had shaken hands with them the Cabinet officers were successively 
introdueed, and then General Scott and Speaker Pennington. At the con- 
clusion of the ceremonies the Ambassadors returned to their hotel in the 
order of their coming. The demeanour of the Japanese throughout was ex- 
eeedingly solemn. The Japanese Ministers had determined to call only on 
such of the diplomatic corps as represent Powers having diplomatic relations 
with Japan, These include England, France, Russia, and the Netherlands. 
On the 18th they made official calls on Baron Van Limberg, Minister from 
the Netherlands, and Baron Stoeckol, of Russia. 

The steam ship Niagara, which assisted in laying the Atlantic 
cable, has been put in commission, for the purpose of conveying 
them back to their homes ; she will probably return by the way 
of the Cape of Good Hope, thus enabling them to circumnavigate 
the globe. 


The following is a description of the attendance of the 
ambassadors at a ball given by the Secretary of State at 
Washington :— 


“The Japanese ambassadors appearred unofficially, for the first time, in 
public, The interest felt on this occasion was so great that of the numerous 
guests invited, hardly a single one failed to be present. The saloons of 
General Cass were fully crowded at quite an early hour, 500 or 600 persons 
assembling before 9 o'clock. The ambassadors did not leave Willard’s Hotel 
until 10. On reaching General Cass’s residence they were conducted by 
Captain Dupont and other gentlemen, who accompanied them through the 
various rooms of reception, and finally seated at a point most convenient for 
approach by those who were to be presented to them. ‘Their neighbourhood 
‘was at once invaded by numberless candidates for introduction, mostly ladies, 
all of whom were received with the grace and elegance of manner insep- 
able feom the Japanese. The party visiting the Secretary of State was 
composed of three princes, and the five officers next in rank, and the 
two interpreters. © For nearly an hour these ten gentlemen sustained 
unflinchingly the unaverted gaze of as many scores of people as could 
draw near to them. Their self-possession then, as it always is, was marvellous, 
The haughtiest stare, with intensest eyeglass concentration, could neither 
move them to embarrassment nor rouse them to the least defiant 
glance in return. Directly personal remarks, not always uttered, I am 
afraid, in the best taste, and sometimes unworthy the fair lips whence the y 

|, were listened to by those who periectly understood them with 

no sign of discomposure, except perhaps a slight compression of the mouth, 

showing that insensibility was no cause of their immovable calmness. To- 

wards 11 o'clock the ambassadors rose, and were again led through the 

apartments, pausing before a refection table, the details of which no inter 
preter was needed to explain to them. 





COMMERCIAL. 


‘There are no great changes to notice in commercial or financial matters 
since our last. Money continues easy at 5 and 6 per cent. on call, and for 
sixty dayloans. The weekly bank statement published yesterday exhibited 
an increase of 954,806 dols. in specie, with a decrease in Joans of 1,246,148 
dols, The increase in undrawn deposits amounted to 653,606 Ibi 
Sterling. Exchange on London, 109§ to 1093 for bankers’ sixty day bills. 
On Paris rates varied from 5 dols. 144 cents. to5 dolls. 13} cents. at short. 

There continues a good demand for American cotton piece goods to China, 
and the shipments last week embraced 2,212 bales, of the value of 114,615 
dolls, The bill largely increasing American custom duties has passed the 
House of Representatives as previously stated, and is betore the Senate. Its 
friends hope for its final passage, with some modifications, which is doubtful. 

Fing CRAonsas are selling more freely, but in prices there is no improve- 
ment. The sales embrace 6,000 to 7,0U0 boxes Canton No. 1, on private 
terms, 

Guwxr Bacs remain firm ; sales, 300 bales, 425 boxes, at 103 cents, less 
3 per cent. cash, and 200 ditto for future delivery.

Inuanp Inpran Sreamer.—Another vessel, called the Jumaa, for this 
navigation, has been launched by Reid and Co., Port Glasgow. The length of 
the Jumna, is 220 feet, the breadth 30 feet, and the depth about74 feet. She is 
built with two rows of longitudinal truss work to impart longitudinal strength, 
and has also an iron deck beneath the wooden one, so that the vessel vir 
tually constitutes a great iron tube, which is divided at intervals by water- 
tight compartments, The Jumna will be propelled by engines on the double 
cylinder principle. There are two high-pressure cylinders of 26 inches 
diameter, and 6 feet stroke, and two low pressure cylinders of 48 inches 
diameter and 6 feet stroke, ‘The steam is generated by four locomotive 
boilers. The pressure of the steam is 120 Ibs. on the square inch, which is 
the pressure now used in locomotives of the most approved construction. The 
steam, after having generated power in the high-pressure cylinders, passes 
into the low-pressure cylinders, when it again generates power, and 
finally passes to the condenser. The condensation of the steam 
is effected by extreme cold, so that only pure water is supplied to 
the boilers, an object of much importance in muddy rivers like the Ganges. 
The engines of the Jumna are expected to work up to 1,200 or 1,300-horees 
power. The vessel will tow four barges, each 130 feet long, 30 feet broad 
and 7 feet deep, and one barge 160 feet long 30 feet broad, and 7 feet deep. 
The total capacity of these five barges is about 120,000 cubic feet, or reckon- 
ing 40 feet to the ton, 3,000 tons, but on the average, the train of barges is 
not expected to carry more than 2,000 tons of cargo.
